- COUNTY COUNCILLOR NOTES - 
Following Cambridgeshire County Council's rejection of 
the Government's proposed devolution deal for East 
Anglia in its current form (a Combined Authority for 
Cambridgeshire, Peterborough, Norfolk and Suffolk), it 
has continued discussions with partners and Ministers 
about a Cambridgeshire and Peterborough deal. The East 
Anglian deal is the first one nationally to include provision 
for housing, and negotiations on this aspect have raised 
particular challenges. Whilst the government's stance on 
the requirement for an elected mayor as part of any deal 
remains non-negotiable, changes have been incorporated 
in the proposal being put forward which would see less 
authority being vested in the role. Should all the 
constituent councils agree to progress a devolution deal, a 
full consultation process would follow before any final 
agreement between them and Government. 

Both the Greater Cambridge City Deal Assembly and 
Board have considered plans to improve public transport, 
cycling and walking in Cambridge by tackling congestion 
'swiftly and effectivel/. The aim is to leave the busiest 
roads free for buses, cycles and pedestrians at rush hour 
and speed up the commute for people who don't travel 
by car. The proposal recommends: peak time congestion 
control points, better public transport, a workplace 
parking levy, on street parking controls such as residents 
parking zones (to discourage commuter parking), better 
cycling infrastructure, smart transport technology (such as 
'digital way finding' and real-time traffic alerts), travel 
planning, and improving the look, feel and experience of 
public space. 

The new and improved system for reporting highways 
issues was officially launched on 5th May 2016. Based on 
a tried and tested site currently being used by other 
councils, feedback from residents has been very positive. 
Residents can report new highways faults and monitor 
the status of existing reports. As part of the Digital First 
Agenda it aims to reduce costs as well as making it easier 
for people to report highway issues online. Since its 
launch the new reporting tool has seen nearly 700 faults 
reported and logged. On average approximately 13,000 
highway faults are reported to the Council every year by 
the public. The new 'Report If system can be found at: 
www.cambridgeshire.gov.uk/info/20081/ 
roads and pathwavs/10/roadworks and faults .

The start of summer has been very changeable and not 
very summery - in the time it took to write a long email 
the weather went from clouds to rain to sun and back to 
clouds again. Hopefully by the time you read this, things 
have taken a turn for the better and things are feeling a 
lot more summery! 

At the FEN DRAYTON LAKES, all the hard work that 
birds put into breeding has paid off. Fledglings of many 
species can be seen; young terns are chasing around 
making their distinctive screeching calls and young 
lapwings and oystercatchers can be seen from Coucher 
Hide. 

Some of our summer migrants will be starting to leave 
soon, including the cuckoo. Cuckoos are brood parasites, 
which means they lay eggs in the nests of other species of 
birc|s, commonly dunnock, meadow pipit and reed 
warbler. When the host female leaves the nest, the 
cuckoo flies down, pushes one egg out, lays a 
replacement egg and flies away - this whole process takes 
just 10 seconds and a female can visit up to 50 nests 
during a breeding season! The adults depart in July or 
August with the young birds leaving a month or so later. 
The warmer weather gives us the chance to spot grass 
snakes basking in the sun - Elney Loop is a good place to 
look. The sun also brings out an abundance of dragonflies, 
damselflies and butterflies. If you would like to learn more 
about these wonderful animals, there is a guided walk on 
Sunday 31st August. For more information visit 
rspb.org.uk/fendravtonlakes or call 01954 233260.
